; ed their resig nations with reasons suf­ 
ficient to cause the departm ent to ac­ 
cept them. 
Neither West Point nor 
Annapolis has a larg e waiting list now. 
j Where there were formerly ten nppll- 
| cunts for entry there Ls now but one. 
The war and navy departm ents are 
worried by the situation that has pre­ 
sented Itself. 
Major General Frederick 
Dent G rant recently called attention to 
the g reat, number <>f privates and cor­ 
porals who have been buying their 
discharg es from the reg ular artuy and 
admitted that he could see no reason 
for the exodus from the service. 
The 
problem, 
however, 
is 
made 
startling by the resig nations of mid­ 
shipmen and ensig us. 
If the number 
of g raduates continue to diminish and 
the men available f*>r officering the 
arm y and navy continue to decrease 
drastic measures will have to be taken 
to keep the military and naval estab­ 
lishments up to the standard. 
Blame Pe ac e Propaganda. 
Experts say that the pence propa­ 
g anda has something to do with resig ­ 
nations. 
With no prospect for w ar in 
the near future, privates and officers 
of the army and sailors and officers 
of the navy are losing their zest fur 
military and naval service. 
It is likely 
that In the near future, as soon as tic* 
cabinet ls back in Washing ton, the 
entire subject will be thrashed out at 
the White House, with a v iew to de­ 
ciding upon some method of meeting 
the situation. 
Both the war and navy departm ents 
are periodically confronted with this 
question of the withdrawal of young 
officers from the service. 
A resig na­ 
tion is accepted only when It, is be­ 
lieved there exists an Impediment to 
t lie profit able reiont1<(n' hf th e young 
nian.-'T he ffuVT iflftTPrrfWort* tluffi the 
army as to the number of reasons 
which disqualify an officer, one espe­ 
cial disqualification being susceptibil­ 
ity to seasickness, which necessitates 
resig nation of many young men. 
Cupid the Wors t Dis turbe r. 
Major General Leonard Wood, chief 
of slalT of the army, has Just refused 
to permit a lieutenant of the cavalry 
to g et out of the army to eng ag e in 
civil pursuits b eca u se lie was about to 
be married. 
Ib*. however, g ranted tho 
young man a three months' leave of 
absence for his honeymoon. 
< 'tipid. not foreig n leg ions, is most 
feared by the commanding officers of 
the arm y irtid navy. 
Of the dozen 
midshipmen who have asked to have 
their resig nations accepted to enter 
civil life nearly all are Tw*t rot lied to 
rich young women who do not favor 
j their calling , 
The hig h officials of the army and 
! navy have foug ht Oupid in vain. Home 
I midshipmen are transferred from the 
navy to the army, where matrimonial 
conditions are 
con sid ered better by the 
' you tig women, their husbands not hav­ 
ing to wander all over tin* world away 
from them on warships. 
Then, too, 
the midshipmen on joining tin* army 
an* Immediately advanced to the g rade 
of second lieutenant and in some eases 
to that of *irs( lieutenant. This bring s 
nti increase of pay, which is not. to life 
spurned by many officers In either serv­ 
ice.
